is no pressing or vital need for com- 
pletion of the entire building pro- 
gram within a five-year period.’’ 

It was disclosed before the com- 
mittee that prices charged for 
school sites ‘‘range from 100 to 200 
per cent in excess of the assessed 
value, and this in the face of the 
recently completed bienniel assess- 
ment.’” Jury awards when condem- 
nation proceedings were resorted 
to, frequently strike the exact 
amount appropriated for the site by 
Congress, it was disclosed. 


Acquisitions to Continue. 


This state of affairs, it was 
learned, was the underlying thought 
of the budget bureau in holding its 
estimates for buildings and sites 
down. 

The District manifestly is facing 
a heavy burden with its $20,000,- 
000 school building program, but 
barely started and its surplus fund 
exhausted with this year’s appro- 
priation, the committee reported. 
But because of the high price of 
sites. the committee is of the opin- 
ion that the bulk of attention should 
be devoted to their acquisition ‘‘be- 
fore the prices go higher.’’ 

In the meantime, the committee 

is seeking legislation to correct the 
situation. 
“If it is not corrected before the 
bill comes before us again next 
vear,”’ said a member of the com- 
mittee, ‘‘we are going to look at 
the whole school building projee’ 
In an unfavorable light.” 


Congress is Blamed. 


As against the committee’s atti 
tude is that of the District commis 
sioners and school officials, that 
Congress by the very manner of its 
appropriations is responsible for the 
situation. It is their thought that 
the way to correct it would be for 
Congress to grant a lump sum for 
buildings and sites without specify 
Ing the location. 

At present, this side points out. 
Congress in its appropriation bil) 
advertises to the world just where 
certain property must be acquired 
and the amount which may be paid 
for it. As a result when the au 
thorities go into the specified 
vicinity looking for property the 
word of just how much they have 
to spend has preceded them. 

The National Capital Park com- 
mission experienced the same diffi 
culty, it is said, until it was given 
a lump sum for the acquisition of 
lands. Now the holders of park 


sites are kept in the dark when the 
commission goes into the market. 


Stephens Criticized. 
‘The committee tried to place 
some of the school site résponsi- 


bility on Corporation Counse! 
Francis H. Stephens, contending 
that he did not pursue condemna- 
tion proceedings vigorously enough. 
In the first place, the District build- 
ing contingent contended, they had 
fared worse in condemnation pro- 
ceedings than they had in purchas- 
ing the property outright. 

Mr. Stephens contended that the 
amount authorized for the site was 
widely published and available for 
the jury. The committee was not 
satisfied, however, with his avowed 
practice of getting two real estate 
men to act as witnesses for the. 
District in condemnation proceed- 
ings, contending that he should get 
“‘public-spirited citizens’’ in pre- 
senting his case.

Mr. Brown explained thet Vvary- | 
ing statistics on retirements from) 
service, incomplete returns to re- | 
quests for information, the fact | 
that the census bureau had no 
completed its information for the| 
plan until February 27, had sae 
contributed toward the delay. 

“Thus does it become necessary | 
that actuaries must have time in 
the preparation of their figures,’’ 
his report states. ‘‘The material 
used as a basis for these figures 
was not finally delivered to the ac- 
tuaries until March 1. It must be 
handled in one way and another 
that one and another question may 
be answered. It is only through its 
handling that Congress may know 
whether a proposed retirement act 
is to cost the government, 20 or 50 
years hence, $20,000,000 or 
$5,000,000 a year. Congress be- 
lieves that it should have such facts 
before passing a law. It has asked 
the actuaries to provide them, and 
the work is being done with the 
utmost expedition.”’ 

Referring to 388,000 government 
employes at present in the service, 


and entitled to retirement pay, Mr. 
Brown reported further that the ac- 
tuaries are faced with the problem 
of figuring what the present law, 
or a proposed law will cost, vear 
by year, and must figure how many 
of these employes will come to the 
retirement age each year and go on 
the retirement pay roll.

MEN TO SHOWDOWN 


Local Dealers Are Refusing 
Material Information, Sena- 
tor Capper Declares. 


BLOCKING OF INQUIRY 
REPORTED BY AUDITORS 


March 22 Is Date Set for Fur- 
ther Investigation Into 
Alleged Profiteering. 


Asserting that local coal dealers 
had refused to make available ma- 
terial information, the Senate Dis- 
trict committee yesterday decided 
to subpena them to appear for a 
‘“showdown’’ March 22 in connec- 
tion with charges of profiteering. 

The committee acted on a report 
submitted by H. A. A. Smith, chief 
investigator for the comptroller 
general, who has for nearly a 
month been seeking to examine the 
dealers’ books. 

Mr. Smith reported, according to 
Senator Capper, chairman of the 
committee, that one of the dealers, 
J. Maury Dove & Co., had abso- 
lutely refused access to its books; 
that other dealers jockeyed the re- 
quest for their books, and that 
finally when the investigators got 
access to the books of three com- 
panies only ‘‘partial and highly un- 
satisfactory” information was made 
available. 


‘‘Partial’’ Audit From Three. 


This related to the W. W. Griffith 
Coal Corporation, the John P. Ag- 
new Co. and William King & Son. 
The Griffith and King companies, 
said Senator Capper, would only 
permit a “partial’’ audit of their 
books from April to January 1 on 
the ground that their business year 
extended from April] 1 to April 1. 

‘‘As a result information dealing 
with their most profitable months 
was denied,’’ said Senator Capper. 

The Agnew company’s business 
vear is the regular calendar year, 
Senator Capper explained, and a 
full twelve-month period was 
available there, but only a “‘par- 
tial’’ report could be obtained. 

These three companies, the com- 
mittee chafrman - said, withheld 
what the auditors described as their 
“ledgers and balance sheets.’’ The 
result, Senator Capper declared, 
was that ‘‘wholly worthless’’ in- 
formation was made available. 

“‘There is absolutely no informa- 
tion furnished, ’*’ said Senator Cap- 
per, ‘‘as to capital investment and 
the turnover.’ 

“When the coal men appeared be- 
fore the committee in executive.ses- 
sion with their own auditors,’’ Sen- 
ator Capper said, ‘‘the agreement 
with the committee and with Mr. 
Smith was that their auditors would 
assist the government auditors in 
every way. Instead their efforts 
were directed towards blocking the 
inquiry.”’ 

Representative Rathbone, chair- 

man of a House subcommittee on 
living costs in the District, attend- 
ed the Senate meeting and it was 
because of his desire to pursue the 
inquiry further with the Senate 
committee that the meeting to 
which the déalgrs will be sub- 
pened was defefred until March 
22. Mr. Rathbone must be absent 
from the city until that time. 
“Of course,’’ said Mr. Capper, 
‘“‘the coal crisis is over and we are 
not pressed for time, so to speak, 
but the committee has decided to 
pursue its investigation to the end 
in justice to the dealers, and the 
public.”’ 


DEBT DISCUSSION 
REOPENED BY FRANCE 


Berenger Consults Mellon; 
May Await Vote on Ital- 
ian Settlement. - 


(By Associated Press.) 


France has reopened discussions 
with this country for settlement of 
her $4,000,000,000 war debt. Am- 
bassador Berenger, the new French 
envoy here, has been in conversa- 
tion on the subject with Secretary 
Mellon. 

While the Secretary declined to 
discuss the negotiations yesterday 
in detail, it was disclosed that he 
had advised President Coolidge that 
settlement _of the French debt 
hinged to some extent upon the ac- 
tion of Congress on the Italian 
agreement now under fire in the 
Senate. 

It is believed, therefore, that the 
French negotiations will not be 
hastened until the® Senate acts on 
the pending debt pacts. The French 
debt is the largest remaining to be 
settled by the debt commission.

Fingerprints Said ‘s Identify 
Former Instructor at 
University Here. 


ONCE SENTENCED TO DIE 


(Special Cable Dispatch. ) 

Vienna, March 11.—Police to- 
night declared-they have identified, 
through finger prints, the American 
who committed suicide in Tivoli 
Garden, Rome, February 6, as Prof. 
Carl Haw, formerly of George 
Washington university. The police 
believe the identification marks the 
tragic end of one of the most sen- 
sational murder trials of recent 
times. 


Carl Haw was professor of 


Roman law at George Washington 
university a score of years ago. On 
a trip to Baden-Baden, Germany, 
he was said to have murdered his 
mother-in-law, Frau Molitor. After 
being sentenced to death, he was 
pardoned by the kaiser. After 15 
years imprisonment, he ‘was re. 
leased. and devoted his life to writ- 
ing books protesting his innocence. 

Recently the professor had diffi- 
culties with the police over money 
matters. 
forged passport, which Rome dis- 
covered last January. After fail- 
ing in all his efforts to secure a 
real passport, Prof. Haw supposedly 
committed suicide. 

The Molitor murder occurred in 

906, the woman being shot from 
mbush. Prof. Haw was arrested 
n a London hotel a few days later. 
During the trial Mrs. Haw com- 
mitted suicide in Switzerland. 

The trial was a great American 
and German sensation, causing riots 
outside the courtroom as well as 
demonstrations against Prof. Haw.

Says—Labor Bill Passed 
by rome Senate. 


CAPITALISTS | ARE PRAISED 


Rome, March 11 (By A. P.).— 
Declaring that capitalists really are 
captains of industry and that cap- 
ital and labor are not necessarily 
antagonistic ‘entities, but that the 
one is the complement of the other, 
Premier Mussolini today obtained 
the senate’s approval of the bill, in- 
troduced by the fascist government, 
establishing labor magistrates, com- 
pulsory arbitration between em- 
ployers and workers and other labor 
reforms. The vote on the bill was 
139 to 27. 

Replying to Senator Prof. Achille 
Loria, who thad stated that the mod- 
ern trend of the labor movement 
was toward internationalism, Mus- 
solini asked: ‘‘Was not the whole 
doctrine of Gompers (Samuel Gom- 
pers, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, who died in 
December, 1924) in America the 
most egotistical expression of pro- 
letarian chauvinism, leading toa 
manifestations of uncompromising 
exclusion against all peoples, all 
races?”’ 

“Fascism,’’ continued Mussolini, 
recognizes and approves the func- 
tion of capitaiism in the State, be- 
ing convinced that, capitalism with 
all its virtues and defects still has 
centuries of life before it. 

“Capitalists are today captains of 
industry, swaying the fate of 
thousands of workmen and asking 
in return for their efforts nothing 
but the success of their industries, 
which means the well being of the 
nation and thus have the right of 
the utmos protection the govern- 
ment can give them. 

‘“‘The government, therefore, must 
take measures to insure class col- 
laboration, because capital and la- 
bor are not two necessarily antag- 

nistic entities, but one is the com- 

lement of the other.’’

The report of Brig. Gen. Smed- 
ley Butler on the incident at San 
Diego Saturday which prompted 
him to file charges of intoxication 
against Col. Alexander Williams, 
must pass various official channels 
before it reaches Maj.

Wheeler Attacks Poll 
On Liquor by Newspapers 


The poll being conducted by more 
than 400 newspapers in the United 
States to test sentiment on modifi- 
cation of the prohibition law was 
attacked in a radio address by 
Wayne B. Wheeler, general counsel 
of the Antisaloon league, over 
WMAL last night. 

“Do the people want beer and 
wine?” he asked. ‘The minority 
does. The majority does not or it 
would secure them by legal and 
orderly methods. The majority has 
spoken its mind on this question, 
not once, but repeatedly. Not in 
straw votes, but in official ballots, 
and that majority has rejected the 
wine-and-beer plea.” 

Straw ballots, Mr. Wheeler said, 
‘fare as useless as a straw hat in a 
blizzard.’’

Celler Disputes League. 


This attitude on the part of the 
league committee brought into ac- 
tion Representative Celler, a New 
York Democrat, who said he felt 
it necessary to “‘nail as a lie’’ the 
assertion by the committee that 
friends of prohibition usually do 
not participate in such polls, and he 
cited instances which, he said, 
proved the contrary. 

The league committee said straw 
votes registering a wet trend often 
were overturned when the real vot- 
ing began, but Mr. Celler asserted 
the league ‘‘knows it is defeated 
and, like a whipped dog, now has 
its tail between its legs.’’ He also 
ventured the opinion that, while 
some people ‘‘may be gullty of 
moral turpitude, the Antisaloon 
league is guilty of moral ‘torpi- 
tude.’ ’’ 

The league statement, which was 
signed by Bishop Thomas Nicholson 
and eighteen others, declared the 
“irreconcilable and thirsty’’ minor- 
ity always was most active in straw 
balloting, and Mr. Wheeler in his 
radio talk declared the majority had 
spoken on the prohibition issue ‘“‘not 
in straw votes but in official bal- 
lots.”’ 


Drinking Called Universal. 


He also argued that wine and 
beer keep alive ‘the alcoholic appe- 
tite and develop the taste for strong 
beverages.

This appeared to me to be a very 
good) solution of the prohibition 
question and I was very much sur- 
prised that within a short time 
afterward the State legislated these 
beer saloons out of existence. They 
were well conducted and no drunk- 
enness or excessive drinking result- 
ed from these saloons. 

“Regarding business morality 
and sobriety in Atlanta during 
these years, [f have seen very lit- 
tle improvement in that respect. 
I may say that from what I learn, 
drinking is almost universal, not 
only in. Atlanta, but in every town 
in Georgia, and throughout’ the 
South. My observation is that it 
is not confined strictly to the rich 
and well-to-do, but nearly 
family has whisky in their home. 

“It may be high-priced Scotch 
whisky, but it is a very strong qual- 
ity of ‘native’ corn that is produced 
in great volumes throughout this 
section of the country. 

“T have seen statements publish- 
ed in the Atlanta papers from the 
records of the police court showing 
that arrests for drunkenness had in- 
creased enormously within the past 
few years. The persons arrested, 
I dare say, were not of the wealthy 
class. I merely‘ mention this to 
prove that drinking is not confined 
to the rich. .

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U. S. Seeks to Make Custom- 
ers Liable With Bootleggers 
if No Records Are Kept. 


JUSTICES ASK QUESTIONS 


(By Associated Press.) 

Customers are liable to prosecu- 
tion with bootleggers, the govern- 
ment argued in the Supreme Court 
yesterday, if the latter fail to keep 
records of their sales available to 
the government for inspection. 

The government’s contention was 
overthrown in the lower courts, but 
lawyers who listened to questions 
from the bench yesterday got the 
impression that the Supreme Court 
might take a different view of the 
issue. 

The controversy arose in Phila- 
delphia when the government 
sought to prosecute Jacob Katz, 
George Senn and Herman Fuer- 
stein for conspiracy on charges that 
Katz had sold liquor to the other 
men. without keeping a record of 
the sales, including their names and 
addresses. 

The Federal district court for 
eastern Pennsylvania squashed the 
indictment, holding that the section 
of the Volstead act requiring the 
keeping of records of sales related 
only to permit holders. 

Questions and suggestions from 
the bench were frequent during 
yesterday’s argument, with Chief 
Justice Taft and Justices Holmes, 
Van Devanter, McReynolds, Suther- 
land, Sanford and Stone taking 
part. Many of them appeared to 
emphasize the peculiar status of the 
prohibition act under a constitu- 
tional amendment, including the 
point that prosecution for several 
offenses is possible as the out- 
growth of a single transaction. 

Justice Holmes observed that it 
seemed the prohibition act was de- 
signed to permit the use of every 
weapon by the prosecution, even to 
the extent of poison and entrap- 
ment, in enforcing the law, and also 
remarked that defense counsel was 
attributing to the law a sportsman- 
like character which it did not pos- 
sess. 

An expression of surprise, how- 
ever, was drawn from Justice Mc- 
Reynolds that the government 
should insist, as he put it, that a 
bootlegger who placed a gallon jug 
of whisky in his automobile could 
be prosecuted along with his cus- 
tomer for conspiracy because he did 
not furnish the government a list 
of the persons to whom he sold it.

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NONRESIDENTS IN SCHOOLS. ° 

It will be natural for the taxpayers of Wash- 
ington to approve the provision in the District 
appropriation bill which would reguire resi- 
dents of Maryland and Virginia to pay for the 
tuition of their children who attend the public 
schools of Washington. The change in the ap- 
propriation bill will require more than. 3,000 
nonresident school children now enrolled in 
the local schools to pay reasonable tuition fee, 
which, at the rates proposed. would yield a 
revenue of $274,000. 

With Congress showing every evidence of a 
disposition to make the people of Washing- 
ton pay more and more toward the mainte- 
nance of the District, this sum is not by any 
means an insignificant item. The schools of 
the District are overcrowded. due in a large 
measure to the attendance of children who do 
not reside here. 

The people of Washington have no desire to 
exclude residents of Maryland or Virginia from 
the public schools of the District, but with 
mounting taxes and overcrowded schools it is 
only reasonable that residents of Maryland 
and Virginia who prefer to send their children 
to District schools should be asked to pay their 
way. 

Representatives Zihlman, of Maryland, and 
Moore, of Virginia, oppose amendment to the 
present law. Suppose the public schools of 
Maryland and Virginia nearby Washington 
were superior to those of Washington? Would 
it not be likely that many parents in this city 
would choose to gend their boys and girls to 
those schools? Would either of these States 
permit their attendance if they did not pay?

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FEDERAL HIGHWAY AID. 

Mr. A. J. Brosseau, director of the National 
Automobile Chamber of Commerce, comes to 
the defense of the Federal aid highway act.

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THE TARIFF COMMISSION. 


The Senate has ordered an investigation of 
the tariff commission under a resolution of- 
fered by Senator Robinson. The inquiry will 
be made by a committee of five senators to be 
appointed by the Vice President. An amend- 
ment to the resolution was agreed to, which 
will greatly broaden the scope of the inquiry 
by taking in the question of alleged attempts 


| to influence the action of the tariffecommis- 


sion. 

The purpose of the original Robinson resolu- 
tion was a good one. It sought to ascertain 
what the tariff commission had been doing 
and what it had left undone. 

Ever since the tariff commission was cre- 
ated it has been the subject of political .con- 
troversy. There could have been no other out- 
come. The tariff commission has no excuse 
for existence, and it is to be hoped that the 
impending inquiry will convince Congress of 
the wisdom of abolishing the commission. 

The tariff is a political question, because it 
underlies party policies in two-vital particu- 
lars—the raising of revenue and the question 
of protecting American industry. No party 
which is charged with control of the govern- 
ment can afford to subordinate its judgment 
to that of a tariff commission, even if the com- 
mission should confine itself strictly to a state- 
ment of facts: for it is not only tariff facts, 
but tariff poliay, which must be decided by the 
political party that may be in power. Facts 
may show that a tariff may be safely reduced? 
so far as revenues are concerned, and yet such 
action might be very unwise from a protection 
standpoint. Or, if the party in power should 
be opposed to protection, it might insist upon 
enacting a nonprotective tariff in spite of many 
facts indicating that American industry would 
be crippled by such a law. 

Congress is capable of gathering all the facts 
required for the making of tariffs. It can not 
delegate its tariff-making functions without 
running risk of having its law set aside as un- 
constitutional. Since the enactment of the 
elastic tariff elause the chief duty of the tariff 
commission has been to report facts upon which 
the President could raise or lower the tariff 
within certain limits. This procedure, from a 
political viewpoint, is pernicious, because it 
throws a responsibility upon the President 
which should be borne by the party that con-. 
trols Congress. Any decision by any Presi- 
dent will be attacked, and if the President 
should belong to a party not in control of Con- 
gress his decisions might lead to serious poli- 
tical consequences. 

The tariff commission, so far as it has any 
powers at all, is a form of bureaucracy which 
has no place in the American system. There 
are too many bureaus and commissions. --Con- 
gress has attempted to shift duties to com- 
missions and bureaus which it should perform 


itself. The tariff commission should be abol- 
ished, .

CANADIAN POWER. 

Canada’s reasons for refusing permission 
for the export of hydro-electric’ power ‘de- 
veloped in the St. Lawrence and Niagara rivers 
were explained to Chairman Dempsey, of the 
rivers and harbors. committee, by Mr. Davis, 
of Ottawa, who has been in Washington in con- 
nection with Canadian affairs. Mr. Davis is said 
to have reported that the Aluminum Company 
of America has arranged to establish a great 
manufacturing plant in. the Saguenay district, 
now little more than a wilderness, which with- 
in three years will result in the-creation of an 
up-to-date modern city of at least 65,000 peo- 
ple. The power for operating the plants will 
be developed from the waters which are now 
being harnessed. |

The last report of the comptroller of the 
currency states that in 1925 there were only 
98 failures of national banks as compared with 
138 in 1924. The total liabilities were about 
$221,300,000 in 1925. In the same year the 
total liabilities of failed State and ,\private 
banks amounted to more than $724,500,000. 
The greater number of failures of national 
banks come about through too many:banks and’ 
insufficient business to support them. This is 
the case in the West. Only 39 failures out of 
the 98 last year were due to inexperience and 
mismanagement, and only 10 were due to defal- 
cations. Last year about S84 per cent of all 
the claims, including claims of depositors, 
were paid to the creditors. The stockholders 
of the failed banks were assessed $69,900,009. 
The comptroller of the currency says: 


It is believed that the experience gained 
by bankers in the past ten years will be 
of great value- to the banking business of 
the future and out of it will come better 
qualified bankers, more conservative man- 
agement and greater safety to depositors. 


The laws now seem to protect the deposi- 
tors in’ all banks under the Federal reserve 
System to the limit of human _ possibility. 
Wherever «tried, government insurance or 
bank insurance of depositors has not improved 
the situation or reduced the number of failures. 
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Senator La Follette has: presented a memo- 
rial of the Federated Trade Councils of Mil- 
waukee praying that action be taken to restore 
the political rights of Eugene V. Debs. It will 
be recalled that Mr. Debs was under an over- 
whelming handicap in his last race for the 
Presidency of this republic because he was 
confined, against his inclination, in a Federal 
penal institution. A man desiring to enter 
the White House can scarcely do effective cam- 
paign work from a cell in a prison. The appeal 
of Mr. Debs’ friends for the restoration of his 
rights as an American citizen indicate that 
Eugene may again head one of the numerous’ 
tickets to be submitted to the electorate in 
November, 1928, but even should he be chosen 
in the electoral college to succeed Mr. Cool- 
idge he can not take his seat unless Congress 
clears the way. The judiciary committee of 
the Senate should act promptly on the appeal 
in behalf of Candidate Debs. Start the race 
on a “fair field and no favors.”’

he political world of France, with 
reamier Briand away in GeneVa, 
ios its eyes turned toward Switzer- 
ind. The friends of M. Briand 
‘eel that his presence at the 
sague council is the silver lining in 
he cloud which menaces French 
nuternal politics. His enemies were 
‘Xulting in the thought, tonight, 
that should M. Briand fail at 
Geneva, the life of his ninth cabi- 
net would be short-lived, probably 
fall on his return. 
Thus for the first time in the 
history of the third republic the 
fate of the French cabinet hinges 
on negotiations at Geneva. 


M. Caillaux, in an interview to- 
day, explained that he had refused 
the portfolio of minister of finance, 
because in order to obtain catisfac- 
tory results, the minister of finance 
must also be premier. He said he 
had a financial plan so compre- 
hensive that it had gone beyond the 
frontiers of the ministry of finance, 
and even national territory and 
upon it would depend the entire 
mechanism of public life. 

“Will M. Briand save the League 
of Nations in peril?” asks the In- 
transige nt, shifting the gravity of 
the situation from Paris to Geneva. 
The Temps is of the opinion that 
the crisis may prove mortal to the 
league, but that France will sur- 
vive, because the whole policy of 
peace was in danger and the world 
was not yet ripe for the policy of 


The Journal Des Debats says the 
signatories of the Locarno agree- 
ment concluded peace for only one 
part of Europe, overlooking the rest 
of the world, from which they were 
now trying to obtain a compromise. 
Thus there has been oa relief 
from French political strife with 
the international questions now be- 
ing discussed at Geneva taking the 
upperhand.

A possible saving formula of con- 
cession suggested by the allies to- 
night is that the Germans will in 
the last~resort promise not to op- 
pose the entry of Brazil and §pain 
to permanent seats ana Poland toa 
nonpermanent seat at the next regu- 
lar session of the council in June or 
in the September assembly. 

Should Sweden still decline to 
approve any enlargement, irrespec- 
tive of the German attitude, it is 
argued that Sweden could be de- 
feated for reelection as a nonper- 
manent member in September, thus 
eliminating her as a_ stumbling 
block to the fulfillment of the plans 
of all the other powers. Advo- 
cates of this plan argue that 
Sweden should be sacrificed in the 
interest of saving the league. 
From the German camp came a 
stout denial of the report that 
Chancellor Luther and Dr. Strese- 
mann, wearied with waiting, had 
decided to pack up and return to 
Berlin. 

‘“‘Nevertheless,’’ said one of their 
spokesmen, “‘there is a limit to the 
patience of any man, the patience 
of any nation and public opinion.”’ 
It was evident late tenight that 
there is increasing bitterness abroad 
and that the critical situation of 
last night has become worse, if that 
is possible. 


Briand Fails to End Crisis. 


M. Briand’s first day here since 
his return to the premiership of 
France failed to bring any. solution 
of the crisis. For three hours to- 
day the members. of the council 
wrangled over the supreme issue. 
The Spanish and Brazilian diplo- 
mats insisted that their countries 
must be given seats at the same 
time as Germany. 

In view of the continuing dead- 
lock it was decided to make a final 
appeal to Chancellor Luther and 
Dr. Stresemann to recedg from their 
position that Germany must enter 
the council alone. This will be at- 
tempted at another meeting@f the 
Rhine pact signatories tomorrow 
morning. 

M. Paul-Boncour and M. Louch- 
eur, of France, were appointed em- 
issaries to inform the German 
program and 
urge their presence at tomorrow’s 
gathering. 

After their departure from the 
council chamber Premier Briand, 
who previously had delivered a long 
and impassioned speech for con- 
cord, and incidentally also for en- 
largement of the council, made an- 
other personal appeal to M. Unden 
not to veto enlargement. But the 
Swedish statesmen remained firm.. 


Briand Deplores Tension.

No Committee Will Study 
U. S. Court Reservations 


Geneva, March 11 (By A. P.).— 
The problem of America’s adher- 
ence in the permanent court of in- 
ternational justice continued to agi- 
tate League of Nations circles to- 
day, with numerous officials and in- 
terested delegates trying to prevent 
the birth of any misunderstanding 
in the United States as a result of 
reports that she council had decided 
to appoint a committee to investi- 
gate the American Senate’s reserva- 
tions. 

So keen was the anxiety to pre- 
vent untoward results of these re- 
ports that the secretariat of the 
league issued a formal denial, an 
event rare in the history of the 
league. This formal repudiation of 
the stories, which were published in 
newspapers here and abroad, was 
followed by a second denial by the 
four jurists whose informal conver- 
sations yesterday gave currency to 
the rumors. The jurors reiterated 
that they had engaged merely in an 
unofficial exchange of views. They 
are Sir Cecil Hurst, of Great Brit- 
ain; M. Sugimura, of Japan; M. 
Fromageot, of France, and Signor 
Belotti, of Italy, members of the 
league’s drafting committee. 


FOREIGNERS IN HONAN 
ASK GUNBOAT GUARD 


Gen. Feng’s Troops Driven 
From Province, Wu Says; 


Gen. Yueh Slain. 


Ilankow, China, March 11 (By A. 
P.).—The party of Marshal Wu Peli- 
Fu, who is leading a Hupeh army 
against the Kuominchun (national 
armies) in Honan province, today 
claimed the practical elimination of 
the Kuominchun from Honan. It 
was reported that the remaining 
Kuominchun troops in that province 
have been driven into Shenchow in 


western Honan and there sur- 
rounded. 

It was reported also that Gen. 
Yueh Wei-Chun, governor of 
Honan and commander of the sec- 
ond Kuominchun, has been killed 
during the retreat of his forces by 
members of the ‘fred spirit society.’’ 
Gen. Yueh was the priagcipal lieu- 
tenant of Marshal Feng Yu-Haiang, 
the Kuominchun chieftain. 


Disturbed conditions have spread}. 


to the province of Hunan, south of 
the Yangtse river, and foreign res- 
idences of Changsha, the provincia] 
capital, have asked that a gunboat 
be sent to protect them. The pro- 
vincial governor, Chao Heng-Ti, has 
been forced to leave Changsha. 


Few Protest Nudity © 
On Stage in Berlin 


New York, March 11 (By A. P.). 
Complete female nudity on the 
stage causes less protest from Ger- 
man theater goers than when the 
actresses are three-quarters or 
seven-eighths nude, Dr. Albrecht 
Claus, head of the Berlin police, 
said today on his arrival on the 
liner Bremen. 

“When women wore very little 
clothing we received many com- 
plaints,”’ he said. ‘Since they are 
appearing with no clothing at all 
we <have received very, few com- 
plaints. Women appear to be as 
interested as men in the female 
form as presented in some of the 
Berlin theaters.’’ 


John S. Seymour 
In New York Hospital 


New York, March 11 (By A. P.).
